£>ome of the military officers have been heard near 
to the Khayber s fountain that the new regime will not respect the 
traac H elmand water treaty signed with Iran, and that tksxPashtunistan 
will be liberated, and thai; the regime doesn't care about the talks 
and perhaps secret treaties between Shah Reza and Bhutto. 

Some people believe that the new regime didn't have 
muc£ of military support in the rery begining, they had just very few 
tanks to start withj later other batallions gave up to the new regime.
